The applicant argues that the secondary reference does not teach a method wherein the base unit comprises an interface for directly 
interfacing with an external computer. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. Further the word "directly" is given the broadest interpretation which is something that Is without 
obstruction or without an intervention. In light of this, Ishikmateaches a method of directly interfacing the handset with a personal computer 
to allow a CDPD trm^smission there between. See Fig. I and col. 8, lines 18-26. Ishiktira further discloses a method wherein the computer 
can communicate with the processor to change the system configuration and the external computer being responsive to system condition 
such that a system setting is automatically changed by the external computer based on the system condition. See Fig. 25 and col. 16, 
lines 27-56. Here thesystem condition is the control data from the base station to the extemal computer via the handset and the modefm 
unit confirming that CDPD communications are ready and based on this system condition, the personal computer transmits a power-on 
control signal to the hand held phone thus changing the system setting automatically in response to system condition. 
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
